Rome, June 26.— Italian troops 
forced the last rear guard of the 
retreating Austrians to surrender 
and completely 
reoccupied

west bank of the Piave, the war 
office announces. 
On the mountain front between 
the Piave and the Brenta in the 
Monte Grappa sector the Italians 
vigorously attacked the Austrians 
inflicting heavy losses upon the 
enemy and gaining considerable 
ground. 
More than 3.000 more prison­ 
ers were taken by the Italians on 
the Piave an d mountain front.

Fuel Situation Threaten* to Be Most 
Serious 
Next 
Winter — Senator 
Lewis Comments on Oratory In the 
Upper House. 


By A R T H U R W. D U N N , 
Washington.- One of the most diffi­ 
cult tasks In connection with the war 
Is to make the American people realise 
that they must do certain things. 
Not 
all the people are yet convinced that 
they must save food. 
There is less 
waste in the households, hut people 
are not cating less to any great extent, 
and It Is only where the food adminis­ 
tration has been Insistent that there 
has been saving In flour, meats and 
other articles necessary to win the 
wnr. 
And this saving has not extend­ 
ed to all households. The food admin- 
(Stratton desires to Impress upon all 
the people in every part of the country 
the necessity of saving food. 
Now comes the fuel administration 
pointing out that a saving of dO.fNNMNMI 
tons of eoal is tin* only possitde avenue 
Of escape from national disaster In the 
coining winter. 
The fuel administra­ 
tion, mention* a number of Instances 
of fuel saving through public utilities 
and by big concerns. The administra­ 
tion will take cure of that Itself. 
But 
It makes an especial appeal to every 
American citizen to practice economy 
Iii the use of coal In the household; to 
clean the furnace and use economical 
firing; to reduce lighting to what is 
absolutely needed, and In every way 
possible to economize with coal. 
If this coal Is not saved It will mean 
the shutting down of many Industrial 
plants, throwing many people out of 
employment, and producing a cond!- ! 
thin of hard times which will naturally 
hinder war work. 
No doubt people re­ 
sent having any Interference injected 
Into their home affairs, but lf they are 
patriotic they will submit cheerfully as 
long as the war lasts. 


Senator Jam es Hamilton I*»wl* of 
Illinois Is very much in favor of cur­ 
tailing debate Iii the senate. Although 
he Is engaged much of the time iii mak­ 
ing speeches throughout the* country 
on subjects pertaining to wnr work, he 
itopped l o n g enough Iii the senate1 the 
it lier day to deliver a number of Inter­ 
esting observation*. 
There arc orators In th!* body, but 
there1 arc* no orations,” was one of his 
thservatlon*. 
Ile went on to say that 
lf Flay, Webster and Calhoun should 
deliver some of their philosophic dis­ 
quisitions Iii the- senate at the* present 
time even tin* pages would not remain 
to listen. 
“During the debate on the* 
resolution declaring war on Germany 
there was not one oration delivered In 
the senate that will ever be quoted by 
historians as a model of eloquence or 
as an Inspiration of patriotism," was 
another remark by Lewis. 


Hee re fury Lane wrote* n letter, nod 
like* ii gre*at many of bl* public utter 


ii nee* It contained some mighty good 
l(1e*i»s, particularly with reference* to 
taking care of wounded and Injured 
soldier* when they return from the 
war. 
The* secretary sent copies to a 
great many people and probably to all 
the* senators. 
At least half a dozen 
different senators trte*el to gel the* b i ­ 
ter prlnteal In the Record. 
But It hap­ 
pened to be* erne of those* days wheal 
the "guarellnns e»f the* Rea'onl" were em 
hand and were determined to save* 
money on print paper by not allowing 
extraneous matter to be printed In 
tills publication e*f congressional pro­ 
ceedings. 
First one senator unel then 
another tr!e*d it, but each was l»ow!e*ct 
over on objection from either Mark 
Smith of Arizona or Reed Smoot of 
Utah. Of course It was only a question 
of time until the letter found Its way 
Into the* Record, for It was incorporated 
In tin* speech *»f a member under the* 
liberal usage which allows anybody to 
put almost anything be* wishes Into a 
speech. 


Just after n vote on a bill a few days 
ago several members arose and lo 
forra«*d the* house that certain of their 
colleagues were “unavoidably absent, 
but lf present would vote yea." “Me»ni 
be»r* nre* getting Intel the habit of an 
flouncing how their colleague** Would 
vote lf they 
were 
here," remarked 
Speaker Clark. 
“How do they know 
how their colle*agues would vote? We 
arc* gradually drifting Into this habit, 
and sometime** six or eight or ten mem­ 
bers announce how’ their colleague** 
would vote, when their colleagues out 
In Ohio e»r Massachusetts or Missis­ 
sippi could not possibly have known 
what the question wa*.” 
For ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain the heathen Chinese have 
nothing on some of the* American con 
greaamen. 


It Is evident that quite a number of 
members of congress are having seri­ 
ous trouble, us members are appearing 
In the Congressional Record with de­ 
nunciations of attacks upon them, eith­ 
er under questions of "personal privi­ 
lege" or in “leave-to-prlnt" speeches. 
Naturally men in congress make ene­ 
mies, oftentimes among the newspa­ 
pers, and it appears that the newspa­ 
pers make trouble for such members.

souls, Eleanor Franklin Egan writes In J 
the Saturday Evening Post. 
Nearly 
700.000 of these ore Hindus and 150,- 
000 tire Mohammedans, while less than 
10.000 nre Christians, counting both 
pun* European and mixed blood. 
There are about 60,000 Parsis, find | 
the Parsis an* th** most Interesting and 
Important element in the community. 
It Is to British Initiative arid example 
and to Pnrsl appreciation, intelligence 
and generosity that Bombay owes the 
fact of her present existence as one of 
the most beautiful cities In the w’orld. 
Yet the Parsis still fialntaln Hie u n­ 
thinkable towers of 
silence 
in 
the 
heart and center of Bombay's most 
fashionable residential district; the 
towers of silence, where the Pars! dead 
tire disposed of by the forever hover­ 
ing horrible flocks of kites, which on 
occasion grow gorged and careless and 
drop human flesh and little bones In 
the flowering fragrant gardens of the 
great on Malabar hill. But what would 
yon? 
The towers of silence are un­ 
thinkable only to the Christian mind. 
To the mind of the Pars! all other 
methods of disposing of Hie dead ure 
unthinkable, 
The Panda are sometimes carelessly 
referred to as Persian Jews or are 
grouped with Persian Jews, of whom 
there tire a good many In Bombay. But 
the faith of the Parsis Is not the Jew ­ 
ish faith. 
They are Zoroastrians— 
worshipers of the sun and fire as the 
truest manifestation* of the Almighty 
—and they came down from Persia In­ 
to India a b o u t the middle of the sev­ 
enth century, when they began to be 
grossly persecuted by the Mohammed 
dan conquerors of the Rnssanbin em­ 
pire. 
But they were persecuted always by 
Hie Mohammedan conquerors of India 
and by the Hindus, until the happy 
day arrived for till 
religion* 
when 
British power began to be predominant 


Iii 
India. 
But Bombay wa* purely 
British long before the rest of India 
was anything but a happy hunting 
ground for English merchants, and the 
Parsis along with other mistreated ele­ 
ments In the imputation flocked to the 
sun* shelter of the British flag. There 
are only about 100,600 Parsis Iii a1! 
India today and 90,000 of them belong 
to the Bombay Presidency or province; 
and at least 00,000 of these live In the 
city of Bombay. 
Many of them nre gentlemen of the 
finest type and they are distinguish­ 
able by their long black coats and the 
curious stiff Mack rnlterllke bats they 
wear. Their homes are the most pre­ 
tentious In the city—palaces aet along­ 
side Briti*h palaces In the most fash­ 
ionable district*; nod they control a 
tremendous percentage of the city’* 
commerce and trade. 


American* Taken Prisoners Near St, 


Die Disclose Occupation to the 


Enemy. 


W ith th* 
American 
Armies 
In 
France, June 26.—It is now permis­ 
sibly 
to 
announce 
that 
American 
troops are holding a mountainous esc- 
tor southeast of St. Die, where the 
battle line crosses from Lorraine into 
German territory. 
Our men have been in the trenches 
here since the 1st of June, but no men­ 
tion of their presence was allowed 
until the German* had made the dis­ 
covery 
themselves. 
This 
occurred 
when an enemy raid on this sector 
resulted in two Americans being cap­ 
tured. 
Enemy Shells Toul Sector. 
Another boche raid 
near Baccarat, 
between St. Die and Lunevllle, result­ 
ed In the capture of other American 
prisoners. 
German artillery was 
quite active 
north of Toul. probably In retaliation 
for the shelling our 
gunners 
gave 
their rear areas a few hours before. 
An air battle occurred over Thlau- 
eourt (behind Toul) without losses un 
either side. 
Americans Near Marklrch. 
St. Die Is 15 miles south of Badon- 
vlller and is about seven miles from 
the nearest point of the German fron­ 
tier. 
It Is three miles behind the Al­ 
lied line*. The battlefront crosses the 
border approximately IO mile* south­ 
east of Dledolshauser. The 
:ieare>t 
Important German town I* Marklrch. 
six miles northeast of the American 
sector. 
This sector Is about 40 miles 
directly north of the American posi­ 
tion* east of Belfort, near the Swiss 
border
